PAMPHLETS AIMED AT 
BRITISH RULE IN INDIA 


Are Distributed Broadcast Among the 
Natives—One Refers to King Ed- 
ward as ‘‘Tyrant’’—Printed in Eur- 
ope and Imovorted, 


mdon, Feb. 4—One of the most 
serious phevomena in the agitation 
against British rule with which = thx 
viceregal government of India has to 
-ontend is the distribution broadcast 
among the natives of seditious og ik 
lets, It is not secret that the subdve 
sive movement is fostered and encour- 
evel by highly inteligent and often 
well connected Indians who are study- 
ing at English universities or are for 
other reasons staying in this country, 

Quantities of seditious leaflets print- 
ed in Europe are shipped to Bombay 
md Caleutta, whence they are clandes- 
tinely distributed throughout the [n- 
terior, A copy of one particularly 
violent anti-English pamphlet, obvi- 
cusly printed in England, has just 
been received here. Tt is a counter- 
blast to King Edward’s friendly mes- 
sage of last November to the princes 
snd people of India. 

A Typical Pamphlet. 

The pamphlet entitled ‘Two Historie 
Documents,’’ refers to ‘the King 
throughout as “the tyrant’ and be- 
gins 

“The tyrant has issued a new edi- 
tion of the proclamation of 1858.which 
was styled by foo's ‘the Magna Chgrta 
of India.’ When the so-called Queén's 
proclamation was firste published, in 
1°58, our patriotic ancestors were still 
earrying on that glorious revolution- 
ary struggle for the liberty of Hindu- 
stan. They issued a counter procla- 
ion to warn Indians against the 
langet of submitting to the Feringhi 
English) rule through delusions and 
false hopes. The tyrant has repeated 
his falsehood—let us repeat our ances- 
tors’ prophetic warning!” 

Sanguinary Wish Quoted.

TE RRORISTS Pu RSUE AZEF. 


Leacer of Russian Socialists, Recently 


Peris, Feb, 4—A special dispatch 
received here from Zurich says that 
Kygene Asef is now in Switserland, 
hotly pursued by four Russian terror- 
ists. A local paper today declares that 
Agef was active in preparing two plots 
egainst the life of the emperor cf 
tussia. When his fellow-conspirators 
were arrested Azef retired from the ac- 
tive fighting eirele. He then declared 
that it was impossible to kill the em- 
peror by ordinary means sweh as a 
dagger, a revolver or a bomb and that 
he was going to study outa plan of 
assessination in which an aeroplane 
would play the principal part, 

Avef is the Russian who for years 
Wes an active leader of the fighting 
Russian socialists. He recently, was 
denounced as a government epy and 
sentenced to death by thé organization 
aiter which he disappeared 


PEARSON, FORGER, 
IS GIVEN A YEAR 


Civil Engineer Who Defrauded Sev- 
eral City Firms Sentenced by 
Justice Stuart 


Two sentences were handed out ai 
the Supreme Court this afternoon by 
His Lordship Mr. Justice Stuart. 
Thomas Manning, of Nameao, found 
guilty of horse stealing, was sentenced 
to six months’ imprisonment in the 
guard-room at Fort Saskatchewan 
He is a native of Ireland, 56 years 
of age and a widower. 

Louis John eParson, the young civil 
engineer, was tried at the Supreme 
Court today on the charge of attempt- 
ing to defraud, by issuing worthless 
cheques. He was found guilty of 
defrauding the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany and the Dominion Cigar Store 
Company, the amount of the fraud 
being about $263. The charge of 
defrauding the R. Hockley Co. was 
withdrawn. 

In passing sentence, Mr. Justice 
Stuart remarked on the frequency 
with which cases of this kind have 
been arising and on the ease with 
which people were found who could 
be imposed upon in this way. 

“As to the question of the sanity 
of the accused,” sai dHis Lordship, 
“T think it would not be amiss to ex- 
amine the people who accept such 
cheques as to their sanity rather 
then the prisoner.” 

The prisoner was then sentenced 
to one year’s imprisonment in the 
guard-room at Fort Saskatchewan for 
issuing cheques with intent to do.- 
fraud and six months for attempting 
to escape, the sentences to run con- 
currently. 

“TI can prove the statements I have 
made,” said the prisoner, “and I 
want to take this case ‘before the 
grand jury. I worked for the gov- 
ernments of Australia and New Zea- | 
land, and they know I am straight 
I will prove where you are wrong—" 

“That will do,” remarked His Lord- 
ship, interrupting the remarks of the 
prisoner. ‘You will be given an ap- 
portunity to appear to the Minister of 
Justice if you wish I have only de- 
cided the case on the facts brought 
before me.” 

“T ask that I be sent to the peni- 
tentiary, instead of the guard-room,” 
said Pearson. 

“T shall have to double your sen- | 
tence if I send you there,” was the 
reply. 

“Well, sir, I'll take two years and 
go to the penitentiary,” replied th« 


you,” replied Justice Stuart, rising. 
and adding, the court stands adjourn- 
ed until ten o'clock tomorrow.” 

Pearson is a young man who is 
seid to be of good family, having well- 
known family connections in Ottawa 
and Toronto. He has lived in Aus- 
trelia for a number of years and re- 
cently came to Canada He is a 
civil engineer His plea in defence 
of his action was that he had money 
in Australia, which he ex pecter d to be 
sent here and deposited in the bank 
to his credit, and for that reason 
he issued the cheques He pro- 
mised to make restitution as soon as 
he could get this money.

Some Washington Politicians Get a 

Shock—Canada Will Occupy 
f ent Place in Conservation 
Of Natural Resources Convention 


in Capital on February 1 ana- 
dian Mans Complete in Every 
Detail. 


Washington, Feb, 4.—The response 
Which the Canadian government has 
Made.to the invitation of President 
Roosevelt “ta joi in a continental 
movement for the conservation of nat- 
ural resources has been of a kind to 
cause surprise among members of the 
National Conservation Commission, 
This surprise is*chtised by the knowl- 
ofige, not heretofore possessed by many 
members of the commission, that Can- 
aida has already taken advaneed steps 
fo conserve the resources of her soil 
and forests. A good many persons in 
the United States somehow or other 
seam to be under the impression that 
President Roosevelt originated = the 
idea that national resources should 
not be wasted, and the notion did not 
&pring into being until 1968. 

A large amount of printed matter, 
maps and correspondence forwarded 
here by the government authorities at 
Ottawa shows that much progress has 
already been made in the Dominion 
wlong limes which are being advoca- 
ted in the United States by Mr. Roose- 
velt Preparations are well under 
way for the conservation conference 
Which is to be held in the White 
House “February 18, and an active cor- 
respondence is now going on between 
Washington and Ottawa. 

Sir Wilfrid Was Cordial. 

The letter in which Sir Wilfrid Lau- 
rier accepted the invitation on ‘behalf 
of the Canadian government to send 
delegates to the Washington confer; 
ence was as follows 

“Dear Mr, President:—I received 
through the hands of Mr. Pinchot, 
whom TI consider as an old friend, your 
invitation that the Canadian governé 
ment should be represented at the 
conference which you have called ‘to 
consider the most effective means of 
preserving the natural resources of 
the United Stat We feel here that, 
as you say, this is a subject as to 
which the two countries are equally 
interested, and we readily accept the 
Invitation, 


‘Believe me, dear Mr. President, 
yours very sincerely, Wilfrid) Lau- 
rier.” 


Canada’s Fine Maps 

Since the receipt of this letter, 4s 
well as a cordial communication from 
Barl Grey, the Governor-General, sey- 
eral installments of data bearing on 
the subject of the conservation con- 
ference - have been received — here. 
Among theseris a set of huge maps, 
showing the present status of the pub- 
lic lands of the Dominion as well as 
the distribu#ion of the principal nat- 
ural resources of the development of 
its transportation systems. The Can- 
adian authorities have also collected 
and sent to the chairman of the Con- 
servation Commission here a compre- 
hensive collection of government dec- 
uments,..baeuitg ou, the natural re- 
Sourde’< of the country. These. have 
been carefully indexed and bound ac- 
eording to the subjects, and they will 
be used at the forthcoming. confer- 
ence, 

The chairman of the commission be- 
lieves that the Canadian delegates 
will contribute a good deal to the con- 
ference, and this is indicated by the 
character of the advance matter that 
has been received. The maps are bet- 
ter even than the famous maps of ¢i- 


gantic proportions which were used 
at the White House conference — f 
governors last May to show the nat- 
ural resources of the United States, 


They are, for instance, drawn on such 
a lurge seale that it is possible to 
identify in some cases individual 
farms or holdings of timber and min- 
eral tracts, Colors are used freely in 
making these maps, and almost no 
printed matter is required to explain 
the full meaning of the plats and dia- 
grams. In respect of minute detail 
and fine workmanship these Canadian 
maps are almost Chinese in charac- 
ter, 

Among the voluminous and type- 
written and printed data: submitted 
by the Canadian government is a copy 
of all regulations governing the dispo- 
sal of the natural resources of Cana- 
da controlled by the federal govern- 
ment. These were forwarded here in 
indexed form for convenient use by 
W. W. Cory, deputy of the minister of 
the interior. Included in this collee- 
tion are the Dominion lands act, the 
Dominion forests reserves act, the for- 
ests regulations, the irrigation act, 
the irrigation regulations, and a re- 
port of the irrigation convention cf 
western Canada held in July, 1907. 
Copies have also been received of the 
regulations goyerning the disposal of 
Watural resources in the Yukon Terri- 
tory and the coal regulations of the 
Dominion. 

Boundary Lines Do Not Count. 

This official staternent was made to- 
day as representing the President’s 

views in regard to the coming con- 
ference: 

President Roosevelt feels that the 
connection between the United States 
apd the two nations which lie to the 
Aorth and south is “so intimate’ that 
they can consider their mutual inter- 
ests with regard to natural resources 
from the standpoint of the general 
Welfare of the continent, with small 
regard to the political boundary lines 
which separate them. ‘Indeed, it is

BASEBALL. 

BASEBALL MEETING SATURDAY, 

The prospects of organizing a strong 
professional baseball league in Western 
Canada are looking very bright. On Sat 
urday evening a meeting of representa- 
tives of the various cities in western 
Canada will be held in Calgary to dis- 
cuss the question and reach some decis- 
ion. Frank Gray representative of the 
Edmonton basketball club, will go south 
to attend this meeting. Jack Lamb, of 
Winnipeg and Jim Fleming of Medicine 
Hat, will be present, There will also be 
representatives present from Brandon, 
Regina, Fernie, B.C., Lethbridge and 
Calgary. The question of forming a Wes- 
tern Canada professional baseball league 
will be fully considered at this meeting 
and some decision arrived at. 


CALGARY HAS COLD FEET. 

Lethbridge is right in line for an Al- 
berta professional baseball league this 
year. Medicine Hat is ready and only 
waiting for some one to take the initia- 
tive. Edmonton fans are enthusiastic 
und will be there with the big mit, Cal 
gary alone remains silent, and it is un- 
derstood that several promoters of base. 
ball in the dry belt have got cold feet 
and are knocking the professional ball 
idea in Alberta, Notwithstanding the 
fact thai Calgary proclaims aloud from 
the housetops here bloated bank clearings 
it seems that the loss of a few odd dol- 
lars in the ‘0? professienal league has 
put baseball promoters in Calgary on the 
rocks, 

That Lethbridge is in favor of an Al- 
Herta league is evidenced by the follow- 
ing from the Lethbridge Herald: 

“That the highly scientific game of 
baseball will be played professionally in 
Alberta this year seems very probable. 

A league taking in cities as far east 
as Winnipeg and as far west as Calgary 
in not generally accepted as practicable 
by those who have had experience ‘ni 
running professional sporting aggrega- 
tions of this kind. The places are too 
wide apart and make the jumps too ex- 
pensive in railroad fare, and this is no 
small item in baseball club expenditure. 
It cost the professional team of 1907 in 
the neighborhood of $1,200 apiece sur 
railroad fares. In Lethbridge there is « 
strong feeling among the fans for the 
old league of 1907 again, this city, Medi- 
cine Hat, Calgary and Edmonton. 

With the experience of two years ago 
# much better start is possible, each of 
the four cities mentioned know just 
where they are at on the question. It has 
been suggested that instead of sending 
the teams on expensive training trips it 
would answer quite as well to have the 
players report at their respective places 
and work out there previous to the open- 
ing cf the league. 

Jas. Fleming, well known baseball en- 
thusiast of Medicine Hat, has been on a 
scouting tour, by the way of feeling out 
the pleasure of the promoters of the 
game in some of the other towns. It is 
understood that he visited Edmohton and 
Calgary and his propositions were fayor- 
ably received in regard to reforming the 
league of 1907. If Mr. Fleming wishes 
and further encouragement he can get it 
in Lethbridge. The glad hand is extended 
to any person with a reasonable proposi- 
tion for the revival of professional base- 
ball in Lethbridge. Several influential 
men have agreed to give it substantial 
support,” 

And now it is up to Calgary to come 
through.
